Thi;  new  prefect  of  this  city  is  a  man 
of  considerable  official  experience,  a 
lawyer  of  ability  and  a  man  of  good 
character  and  conservative  temperament.

THE  SITUATION.

—The  sessions  of  Congress  have  been  again 
prorogued  —  this  time  to  December  10th, 

—  The  silence  of  the  local  press  in  regard  to 
the  conspiracy  against  the  President's  life,  is 
significant. 

— We  are  now  getting  some  genuine  summer 
weather— hot,  heavy,  steaming  days,  when  the 
perspiration  starts  at'  even  the  thought  of 
exertion. 

— The  flits,  in  its  issue  of  Friday,  attacks 
the  New  York  Heralii  for  publishing  a  tele- 
gram stating  that  in  Espirito  Santo  eight-Ita- 
lians had  been  murdered  by  40  jacobins. 

—  Some  of  the  deputies  are  very  anxious  to 
have  the  congressional  sessions  prolonged  to 
December  20th.  Would  they  consent  to  the 
elimination  of  their  stipends  for  those  extra 
ten  days? 

— On  Thursday  morning  Banker  Mayriuk, 
while  riding  on  Rua  de  Mattoso,  was  thrown 
from  his  horse.  His  left  shoulder  and  one  of 
the  fingers  of  his  right  hand  were  dislocated. 

— The  fourth  Brazilian  medical  congress  will 
be  held  next  June.  Yariousquestions  relating 
to  the  diseases  peculiar  to  Brazil, to  sanitation, 
public  relief,  climate,  epidemics,  etc.,  will  be 
discussed. 

— Tlie  quarterly  demographic  report  for  I  he 
three  months  July — September  gives  the  fol- 
lowing totals  :— births  3,491,  deaths  3,378, 
marriages  1,148;  port  arrivals  78,447,  port  de- 
partures 72,393. 

— President  Prudente  de  Moraes  signed  on 
Thursday  the  bill  for  reorganizing  military 
instruction.  This  bill  reduces  the  number  of 
military  schools,  some  of  which  will  be  abol- 
ished and  others  consolidated. 

—  By  an  aviso  of  yesterday's  date  the 
minister  of  war  cancels  the  authorization  con- 
ceded in  1891  for  the  military  organization  of 
the  Batalhao  Tiradentes.  The  officers  and 
privates  of  the  said  battalion  are  henceforth 
prohibited  from  using  anything  to  distinguish 
them  as  members  of  it. 

— The  demographic  returns  for  the  second 
half  of  October  report  542  births,  563  deaths, 
108  marriages,  14,141  port  arrivals  and  12,762 
port  departures.  There  were  the  following 
infectious  cases  resulting  fatally  :  1  smallpox, 
4  diphtheria,  4  beri-beri,  [typhoid  fever,  pul- 
monary consumption  126. 

— On  Tuesday  last  T)r.  Cbaldino  do  Amaral, 
ex-senator  and  ex-judge  of  the  supreme  court, 
was  appointed  prefect  of  the  Federal  District. 
The  appointment  appears  to  give  general  satis- 
faction. On  the  following  day  the  senate 
ratified  the  President's  choice. 

---According  to  the  report  of  the  inspector- 
general  of  the  sanitary  service  of  the  army, 
4,193  persons  connected  with  the  Cauudos 
expedition  were  treated  in  the  several  hos- 
pitals of  the  said  service  between  July  1st  and 
October  24th.  Of  this  total  2,680  were  woun- 
ded men.

—It  would  appear  that  there  are  not  quite 
lough  official  positions  to  meet  the  require- 
ments, so  Deputy  Julio  Santos  has  presented  a 
bill  providing  for  a  «council  of  the  states"  in 
this  capital,  which  will  comprise  21  councillors, 
or  a  delegate  from  each  state,  whose  Occupa- 
tion will  be  to  promote  good  relations  between 
the  states  and  with  the  national  government. 
Of  course  there  will  be  secretaries  and  other 
employes,  and  the  delegates  will  not  1 
milled  to  draw  more  pay  than  what  is 
congressmen, 

— The  government  lias  revoked  Urn  military 
honors  conceded  to  Manuel  F,  Moreira,  Gus- 
tavo N,  Pereira  de  Campos,  Kusehio  Marques 
da  Rocha  and  Antonio  Thome  Rodrigues. 
Why  not  make  a  sweeping  abrogation  of  the 
whole  business?  A  civilian  has  110  legitimate 
use  for  military  honors.  They  serve  no  good 
purpose,  and  at  limes  a  decidedlv  mischievous 
object.  And  they  tend  to  cheapen  all  that  is 
best  in  the  military  profession.  And,  more 
than  that,  the  custom  serves  to  exalt  the  mili- 
tary profession  at  the  expense  of    the   civilian, 

—The  bill  reforming  the  military  schools  of 
the  country  unites  the  preparatory  school  of 
this  city  with  the  Realengo  praties  school  and 
the  preparatory  of  Porto  Alcgre  with  the  Rio 
Pardo  school.  The  following  are  suppressed  : 
Superior  da  Guerra,  of  Rio,  preparatory,  of 
Ceard, school  of  sergeants, of  Rio,  and  the  gen- 
eral course  of  the  military  school  at  Porto 
Alcgre.  With  these  changes,  which  might 
well  have  included  every  description  of  school 
but  one,  the  number  of  students  in  these 
schools,  and  the  cost  of  maintaining  them, 
ought  to  be  greatly  reduced. 

— On  Saturday  the  new  prefect  made  a  little 
speech  to  some  municipal  employes  who  cal- 
led at  his  office  to  do  him  honor.  He  inform- 
ed them  that  the  public,  which  is  not  com- 
posed entirely  of  theblindaud  deaf,  hasacqui- 
red  a  conviction  that  the  prevailing  opinion 
among  office-holders  is  that  offieesare  created 
for  their  benefit  and  not  for  that  of  the  country. 
Unfortunately,  he  added,  the  republic, 
which  overthrew  one  dynasty,  lias  established 
in  its  place  many  others.  He  endeavored  to 
duly  impress  them  with  a  proper  sense  of  the 
enormity  and  harmfulness  of  this  evil,  hut  we 
are  not  informed,  we  regret  to  say;  that  any 
of  them  have  resigned  their  offices. 

— In  one  of  his  interesting  letters  to  the  Sao 
Paulo  Diar'to  Populat  tjrbano  Puarte  says:— 
11I  was  some  days  ag ),  for  the  first  time,  in 
the  Cattete  palace.  The  impression  which  it 
gave  me  was  of  sumptuousuess  ami  wealth. 
Nothing  inure.  The  edifice,  either  outside  or 
inside,  is  of  mastodon  heaviness,  very  badly 
Bub-divided,  full  of  cells,  without  one  grand 
salon  where  a  ball  could  be  given.
